Recent amendments to the Agricul- 
tural Code relative to the branding of 
cattle will be reviewed at the business 
meeting of the Amador-E] Dorado 
Livestock Association in its semi-an- 
nual meeting at Ione on November 13. 

The speaker will be E. Clyde Harris. 
supervisor of the state’s livestock iden- 
tification service. 

The topic is one of general interest 
to stockmen and it is hoped that as 
many as_ possible will make a special 
effort to hear Mr. Harris’ remarks. 

Amendments to the code, effective 
August 27, last provide that: 

“Tt is unlawful to brand any cattle 
with a brand unless such brand is re- 
corded with the department and not 
forfeited under the provisions of this 
article. Possession or ownership of cat- 
tle with an unrecorded brand is prima 
facie evidence that the person in pos- 
session of, or the ownership of said 
cattle, has branded said cattle with 
said brand; and, 

“Pwo dollars shall be paid the di- 
rector for the recordation of any brand 
or brand and mark; for the right to 
continue the use of said brand or of 
said brand and mark, the owner there- 
of shall, before January 1 of each 
year after its recordation transmit to 
the director the sum of one and one- 
half dollars. Failure to make such 
payment forfeits the right to use said 
brand or brand and mark, When for- 
feited, said brand or brand and mark 
shall not be recorded by any other 
person within one year thereafter. Any 
person or persons using an unrecord- 
ed brand to brand cattle shall, in ad- 
dition to the regular fee of two dol- 
lars, pay a penalty of twenty-five doi- 
lars.”
